Great Excitement Prevails and Fur- 
tlit^r Trouble Is Seriously 
Ai^ticipated. 

La Saixe, Ills., May 23.— Great excite 

ment prevails at La Salle to night; over tiie 
action of tho striking miners, who are taking 
the law in their own hands and destroying 
the property of tho mino owners and attack 
ing the Company's men who are employed 
in Iceeping the mines opeD. After tiie tiot 
on Tuesday eveniof;, in whicli some eight 
men, mostly miners, were badly used up, 
John Brogan it is feared fatally, Siierifif 
Taylor and a posae of Cfty deputies took 
possession of the mines, and have kept the 
strikers at bay. This afternoon word was 
paaaed among tho strikers that the La 
Salle coal and carbon shaft was furnishing 
coal to tho Illinois Central railroad, and in 
half an hour a motley mob of 600 Italians, 
Poles and HungarianB gathered at the shaft 
and emptied the chutes down on 
tho railway track. Sheriff Taylor 
attempted to stop the prooeedinga, 
and was attacked by them, and a hand 
to hand fight took place in which It was 
feared for a few minutes that tho shoriir and 
his deputies would be badly injured, but 
tho La Salle police rescued them before 
greater iojary than a good pounding was 
inflioted. The crowd was bo compact that 
to use revolvers or olubs was out of the 
question and further trouble is expected. 

BnADVii.LL, Pa., May 2.3— Thia town was 
surrounded by 200 striking uoul minors 
yesterday morning and only 30 non-union 
minora wore allowed to work. Tho mob 
shot into a house where non-union men had 
taken refugo. It is not known if any wore 
injured or not, as tho mob has 
surrounded tho house and will not 
allow tho inipriaonod men to como out. 
Fully 2,000 atrikers have surrounded tho 
town. Supt. F. Saiman, ot tho iJerry 
plant, arrived thia afternoon with twenty 
deputies, but if any attempt is made to 
operate tho plant trouble will result, as the 
strikers are armed and doolaro that they 
will not allow the non-union men to enter 
the mines. 



STAMPED OUT. 

Ncwfoandlanders Regard tbe Bay de Verde 
Elections ai a Onuhlng Blow to the 
Whltewftyltes. 

St. John's, Nfld. , May 23 —The election 
in the Bay do Vordo diatriot yesterday re- 
sulted in the return of one candidate of each 
party. The poll was declared this evening 
ss follows: Woods, 976,- John Ayres, Govern- 
ment candidate, 840; Charles Hutohings, 
Whitewayite, 831 j Campbell Macpherson, 
Government, 808. Woods and Ayres are 
the Buocesaful candidates. Woods is a 
brother of ex-Surveyor General Woods. On 
the whole the Government has achieved a 
great victory, having completely wiped out 
the majority of 440 by which the Whitewsy 
candidates, Surveyor General Woods and 
Geo. Moore carried the district in the general 
election. Woods and Moore having been 
unseated and dicqoallfied for oorrnption and 
bribery, the election yesterday Was to ohooee 
men to fill their positions. The contest was 
the closest ever known in Newfoundlaoa, the 
poll showing a difference of only sixty-eight 
between the highest and the lowest man in 
a total of 1,700. Tho Whitewayite vote is 
reduced 701 and tho Government vote ia in- 
creased 211. One Bout was captured from 
the White wayites. The Government would

AN ILLUSTBI0D8 CANADIAN. 

DistlngnlBhed Career of the Late Qeorge John 
Boinanes, LL.O. 

LoNDOtr, May 23 —George John Itomanes, 
F.R.S,, LL.D., died suddenly at Oxford to- 
day. Ho waa born in Kingston, Canada, 
May 20, 1818, hia father being tho lato Rev. 
Prof. Romanes, M.A., LL.D. Ho apeat his 
boyhood in Kogland, Franco, Germany and 
Italy, and was educated by tutors and in 
private schools. In 18G7 he entered Con- 
ville and Caiuo college, Cambridge. He 
graduated in natural aoienco in 1871, and 
was Biirnoy ptizo csaayiat in 1873, and 
Cronian lecturer to tho Royal Society in 
1875 Ho waa olooted a f.iHow of the Royal 
Society in 1879. In 1881 ho received the 
honorary dogroo of LL D. from the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen. While at Cambridge 
he formed an intimate acquaintanco with 
tho late Mr. Darwin, and afterwards con- 
tinued to bo an ardent member of the 
Darwinian school. Hia work on tho 
" Origin of tho Human Faculty," and his 
p-ipor on " Phyaiologioal Selection, an Ad- 
ditionalSuggcation on theOrlgin of Speoios," 
have given riso to animated dlBcuasion. Mr. 
Romano waa Fullernven professor of phyai- 
olo^y in tho Uoyal Institution of London, 
and Rosebery lecturer on natural history in 
the University of Edinburgh.

NANAIMO ELECTEIC ROAD. 

Tho Proposition Submitted to tUo Council by 
the Promoters of the New Hehemo— 
The Maclachlan Search. 

Nanai.mo, May 2,3.— W. Garrard and A. 
Potts rolurnod last night from a week's 
search after the lost Maclachlan. They 
found no trace of him, though making most 
careful investigation of every conceivable 
landing place twixt Departuro Bay and 
Lasquita Island. 

Ac a special meeting of tho City Council 
last evening, Messrs. J. H. Brownleo and 
W. C. Haywood, of Viotoria, preaant^.d the 
propoaition of thepromoteraof theNanaimo 
electric tramway scheme. The proposition 
ia in brief to build and equip a belt line in 
thia eity of a total length of three miles, 
giving a ten-minute service ; also to build a 
continuous lino to Wellington by way of 
Northfield, in length over aix miles, with a 
half-hourly sorvioo— both lines to be equip- 
ped with the most modern appliances, and 
with engines uud dynamos capable of sup- 
plying power for the oity light works, as 
well as for contemplated light stations at 
Northfield and Wellington, 'The rates are to 
bo, oily fare 5 cents ; Northfield, 20 cents ; 
Wellington, yo cents. Return and miners' 
oommutation tiokots to be issued at reduced 
r»tes. J, H. Brownloe further pointed out 
that tho sale ol power for light would bo a 
constant and conaiderable source of income 
to tho tramway ODUipany. Ho went into 
full details aa to the coat of tho road, which 
totalled about §147,000, and explained 
that tho Nanaiuio ratepayers would 
bo aakod to guarantee 5 per cent, interest on 
5150,000 for 25 years. Mr. Haywood then 
road the proposed guarnntoo by-law and tho 
meeting adjourned for on-j week, when tho 
matter will bo again disouaaed, the aldor- 
meu having tho advantage of seven days in 
which to tiiink over the propoaition. 

The tramway scheme is favorablyregardod 
by tho majority of business men in town, 
who appear quite willing to put up with a 
little extra taxation, amounting to little 
more than 2^ mills on the dollar, for the 
benefits they believe they will obtain there- 
from. 

Mr. Brownleo has prepared a atatement 
which ho submitted at the meeting of the 
council, to the effect that after the firat aix 
months the road will be on a paying basis. 
Aa he remarked, the road la for the oonven- 
iunce of a population of oloae on 12,000, 
divided between Nanaimo, Northfield and 
Wellington.

The oltizona of Victoria, at leaab those of 
tliem who take an intereat in (the prooeed- 
inga of the Legislative Asaenibly, are aur- 
priaed to hear that Mr. Brown of Now 
Weatminater has been made the recipient of 
afl*miDg &ddr«B8 In which his servioea aa a 
representative of the people are spoken of 
in very high terms, and the pact he took in 
the legialation ' of the Provinoe dur- 
ing the piat four yeara magniflod 
to an immenae extent. They are not 
Burprieed, however, to find that Mr, 
Brown took all the extravagant laudation aa 
if it were hla due, and made a 
tremendoualy long speech to show 
thai) it was all well deaorvod. 
No one in Victoria, that wo knovr of, aaw 
anything that was at all wonderful in Mr. 
Brown'a performunoea, oratorical and 
other. He appeared to be a gentleman who 
was very fond of bearing the sound ot his 
own voice, and who gave every indication of 
having a very higli opinion of himself, lio- 
yond that the frequontor of the gallery of 
the Legislative Chambor saw nothing that 
was at all remarkable iu Mr. Brown or hie 
porformanoes. He has some remembrance 
of an amusing episode in one of the debatea 
in whiofa a member of what waa once tho 
Independent party deaoribfld Mr. Brown in 
caucus aa being pretty nearly the whole 
party —in his own estimation. To see this 
talkative, aolf-aatifified gentleman described 
aa having done anything notably beneficial 
to New Weatminater or to thta Provinoe must 
be a surprise to VictorianB. In the general 
oatimation Ihoro wore aomo better men than 
ho on his own aide of the House, and some 
a littlo worse. Certainly no one ever miB' 
took him for a great man in esse or in posse, 
To uae a rural simile he waa " among the 
middlings, like small potatoes,"

THE QUEEN'S BIRTSDAT. 

N'owbere la the British £mpire is the 
birthday of Queen Victoria celebrated more 
heartily and with greater sincerity than in 
this city on the Pacific shore whioh is called 
by her name. Tho Queen'a Birthday is in 
Victoria tho fete of the year. All its citi 
zens, old and young, rich and poor, gentle 
and ftimple, do what they can to honor 
the Queen of this great Empire and to show 
that they are glad that she has lived to see 
another birthday. 

The celebration is a time of harmleas en- 
joyment. Tho citizens and their visitors, of 
whom there is always a great number, many 
of them from the neighboring republio, par. 
ticipate iu tho aports, the amuaementa and 
the festivities with great zost, but in an 
orderly manner. Tho office of policeman 
during the three days' holiday is almost 
sintoure. The host of pleasure-seekers are 
wonderfully good-humored, kindly and 
oourtoous. These have been the chief ohar- 
aoteriatics of former celebrationa, and there 
is no reaion to believe that thia year'a, 
which promiaea well, will be in any reapeot 
different. 



A SOUND PRINOIPLa. 

We regret that the diacuaaion in tho City 
Council reapecting oalliog for tenders for the 
purchase of twelve milea of copper wire 
ended ab it did, A principle was involved, 
which in our opinion, the City Council 
ahonld carefully and rigidly carry out. It 
oin easily bo aeen that it ia best for the 
counoillora and best for the taxpayers that 
all purcluiaea made by tho city exceeding a 
certain amount, which should not bo large, 
should bo by tender. Such o way of pur- 
ohaaing material of dltferont kinds leaves 
no door open for corruption. In these days 
public bodies ahould ao conduct their buai- 
neas that there cannot be room for oven i 
suspicion of wrong-doing. Too nmoh care 
cannot bo taken iu regulating tho way 
in which money is to be spent. It ia far 
tietter to err on the side ot too great careful 
nesa than on tho side of careleaaneaa and 
looseness. People complain of " rod tape," 
but rod tape ia a capital thing in its place, 
and one of its places is tho details of the ox- 
pendituro of public money. No Alderman 
ahould take it as a reUeotion on himself that 
the Council should insist that a good prin 
ciple suoh as oalllng for tenders for material 
ahould ba carried out rigidly. If exception 
can be made in ono case, for an apparently 
good roaaon, an exception can bo made in 
another for a roaaon that can bo represented 
as being quite aa good. In fact, it ahould 
not be in the disoretion of the Council to 
make exoeptiona in such a matter as thia. 
Committees should bo required by law to 
call for tenders when tho aum to bs expend 
ed oxcoeds a very small amount, 

Tho plant for tho new electric works will 
coat a large sum of money. It ia in the in 
tereat of the city that it shall be obtained 
of as good a quality as is manufactured a:::d 
at aa low a price aa it can bo sold for, Tho 
expert whom the city has omployod will see 
that the material ia all the best of its kind, 
and open competition will ensure tho plant 
being procured at the lowest figure. It ia 
the duty of all the members of the Council 
to see that a good syatem is established and 
no member of any committee should take 
ofifenco at being required to ooriy onl) ihat 
gyBtem with the utmost atringenoy. 



A LOSING QAME. 



The San Franoieoo Examiner exposes the 
folly of Senator Lodge'a scheme to compel 
Great Britain to accept bi-metalliem as it ia 
understood by tho silver men of the United 
States. There are journaliata in San Fran- 
oiaco who approve of Lodge'a propoaition 
and would even make it more sweeping 
The Examiner, by showing them the extent 
of the trade between Great Britain and the 
United Statea and leaving them to imagine 
the condition that the Americans would bo 
in if that trade wore cut off, shows them 
what fools they have made of tbemaelvea. 
Thia ia the concluding paragroph of tho Ex- 
aminer'a article : 

But how would it be if the tariff was ox 
tended to the whole British Empire, as our 
coutomporary desires it to be ? Last year 
Great Britain and her colonies bought from 
us goods to the amount of $500,725,785, and 
aold to us goods to tho amount of §280,320,- 
651. All the rest of tho world bought from 
us produots valued at $340,939,400, or about 
two-thirds as muoh as we aold to tho 
British : and sold to us $586,080,271 worth, 
or more than twice as muoh as the British 
did. If our British oommeroe had been out 
off we should have bad what proteotionista 
call a "balance of trade against ua" of 
$239,140,862, while that at present existing 
against England would have been rednoed to 
reasonable proportions. Moreover we 
ahould have cut off nearly five-eighths of 
our entire export trade, while tho British 
would have lost not more than one-sovenlh 
of theirs. We can imagine a malignant 
British politiciiiu tiying to bring about such 
results, but it takes an irreaponeible scatter- 
brain like Lodge to think of such a soheino 
in America. 

We reproduce the above paragraph not 
so much to show how greatly the United 
States is dependent on Great Britain for a 
market for its products, as to remind our 
readers of the immense superiority of Great 
Britain aa a trading country over all tho 
nations of tho world. It ahows that the 
British bought from the people of the United 
Statea $154,000,000 worth of prod uota more 
than they aold to all the rest of tho world. 
Yet the Americans are insolent — in a com- 
mercial sense — to thia splendid customer 
who ia worth much more to them than all 
the world beaides, while they extend favors 
to unimportant oountries wbotedealinga with 
them sink into insignificance when compared 
with their trade with Great Britain.

" ■ A OSAN&E OF VIEW. 

Our American neighbors are very fond of 
tailing us on thia aide of tho line that 
reciprocity in natural produota would be 
favorable to Canada but moat unfavorable 
to tho United Statea, that in fact Canada 
would gain all the benefit whioh suoh an 
arrangement was capable of yielding, and 
the United States would auffc-r all tho loss. 
Canadians believed that this was a false as 
well aa a narrow view of reciprocity in 
natural prodncts, for they knew that tlie 
rociprooity treaty of the fifties was even 
more favorable in its operation to the United 
States than it was to Canada. We find that 
at leaat one of our neighbors on this Coast ia 
allowing a little light to enter iti 
mind on this subject, Tho Seattle Tele 
graph lia» been making iiiquiriea, and has 
found that if reciprocity in farm produce, 
most of whioh is raw, were now in opera 
tion between Canada and the United States, 
tho State of W^ashington would bo very con 
sidorably the gainer. It L'nds that higher 
prices can be had iu Victoria, British Col- 
umbia, for oats, potatoes, hay, onions, eggs, 
butter, oheeae, beef, mutton, chickena, tur- 
keys and fresh pork than csn be obtained in 
Seattle. "Thinga," aaya the Telegraph 
are higher there than here. If there was 
free trade between tho two countries. Wash 
ington would sell British Columbia threo 
dollars' worth for every dollar's worth that 
British Columbia would sell hero." 
British Columbia produoera are pretty 
well satisfied with thinga aa they 
are, and British Columbia consumers are not 
greatly grieved to see that Americans are 
finding out that in this matter of reciprocity 
they are cutting off their noses to spito their 
faces. With respect to timber reoiprooity, 
at whioh Washington lumbermen (itand 
aghast and raise a dreadful howl, the com- 
petition of British Columbia would make 
very little difference. Both the State and 
the Province are exporters of lumber, and 
ita price is therefore fixed in tho foreign 
markets, to whioh they have both acceea. 
There ia no fear of the British Columbian 
underselling the State of Washington lum- 
berman in his own market, when the former 
can get a bettor price for what ho has to sell 
in the open market of countries foreign to 
both. The effect of tho American duty 
on coal may give the Washington 
coal-mine owner a somewhat wider 
market then he would have had under reci- 
procity but the duty doea not exclude Brit- 
ish Columbia coal from the American mar- 
ket while it forces the American coal con- 
sumer to pay a higher price for it than ho 
would if it were allowed to enter the United 
Statea market duty free. This in these 
hard times is very far indeed from being 
a benefit to the American manufacturer, tho 
Amerioan railway oompaniea and the Am- 
erican atoamsbip companies. All these peo- 
ple must have British Columbia coal, for it 
is much superior for their purposes lo 
Waahington ooal, and they are consequently 
burdened for the purpose of conferring a 
doubtful benefit on the coal mining industry 
of the neighboring Stite. Tho Telegraph is 
right. Our American neighbors ought to see 
that oven such » reciprocity as wis estab- 
tished by the old treaty — a reciprocity in 
the produots of the forest, the farm, the sea 
and the mine, would be quite aa beocfioialto 
tho United Statea as it would be to Canada.

BISTORT REPEATING ITSELF. 

Tho Wise Man said a long time ago that 
there is nothing new under the aun. There 
uro aomo bold apirita who have tho hardi- 
hood to question the truth of this saying, 
but tho longer one lives ^nd the more ho 
knows, the more ready he Will be to ao 
knowledge that in the questions that go to 
make up tho problems of life, individual and 
national, the saying wo have quoted ia em 
phatically true. 

The British LaborCommiaaionera, while in 
quiring into the condition of the working 
classes in Italy, were struok with the re 
semblance that the questions whieh came 
before them bear to the problems which the 
rulnrs of Italy in ancient times were re 
quired to consider. They euy at the beginn 
icg of their report on Italy : 

The Italian labor question has a twofold 
aspect. From ono point of view it appears 
as a survival from a former state of society ; 
from another it; seems a sign of the begin- 
ning of a now Booial order. Italy ia at the 
same time one of the most ancient and ono 
of the moat modern of European oountriea, 
and in this contrast lies the peouliar intereat 
of her hiatory. The politioal and economic 
problems of the present day are closely con- 
nected with a feudal and even with a classic 
past. Tho agrarian didicultios of tho times 
of tho Gracchi though complicated l)y tho 
slave question wore not unliUo thoso of tho 
nineteenth century. Then, as now, com- 
plaints woro hoard of tho evil influence of 
capitalists and tho ruin of tho email 
farmers by tho growth of vast landed 
properties. The Mer.zculri and tho Vilaiii 
who are now fighting against poverty and 
debt in tho country districts aro but a few 
degrees removed from tho Roman freehold- 
ers and agricuiiurista who, in tho first 
century B. C, were crushed by the competi- 
tion with " truna-marino slave grown cum," 
and tho lite Fifondi or lorgo estates of the 
Northern and Southern Provinces trace 
their descent through the medieval manor 
back to tho lato 'J'ifnndia of the empire. 
Tho cities that onco look fcho lead in tho 
struggle for municipal liberty, Milan, 
Bologna, Florence, now stand forth aa the

to the Province. Notwlthatandlng the pro- 
vailing financial deprcaaion the varioua com- 
mitteea have every whore boon met with sub- 
atau^al subaoriptions and valuable peraonal 
aid. Tfaeae materiala have been made the 
moat of by those in charge of the various 
departmenta of the celebration. " Dispatch" 
has been the watchword on all sides, and the 
reault is that to-day aees the various pro- 
grammes perfected and everything in readi- 
ness for the three day carnival. 

Former celebrationa of a similar nature, 
aatiafactorily oirriod out, have given Vic- 
toria a name which attracts a yearly^ in- 
creasing throng of vieitora from the neigh- 
boring Beotiona. Present indications point 
towi>rJ auatikined suocoaa along theao lines, 
whiio the list of uttroctiona provided is oal- 
culmed to fully maintain Victoria's reputa- 
tion regarding what ia undoubtedly the load- 
ing holiday festival annually in British Col- 
umbia's history. 

The regular programme of the celebration 
will open at nine o'clock this morninc; with 
a baseball game at Beacon Hill. Thia will 
be followed by trap ahooting between var- 
ious local and visiting clubs. Owing to the 
unusdlly favorable location of Victoria, 
aquatic events are given a prominent poai- 
tion on auch an occasion us the present; the 
programme for the regatta at the Gorge, and 
the yachting eventa are unusually elaborate 
this year. Up the Arm the races will bef^in 
at twelve o'clock noon to-day, and will con- 
tinue during the afternoon. The entries in- 
clude nearly all the leading athletic talenc 
of Bcitiah Columbia, with many stnrdy com- 
petitors front elsewhere, and the result will 
no doubt be a aeries of close and exciting 
con tea ta, 

For the eveniDg, the visitors have their 
choice of resting in anticipation of another 
busy day to-morrow; of attending the 
Yiotoria Theatre, where Miaa Effis Ellaler 
is to open a three nights' engagement in her 
new play of " Doris," or of witnessing the 
more exciting apeotaoleof the war and peace 
dancea of the Cowiohau Indiana in the Mar- 
ket holl. 

On Friday the Bcono will shift to Beacon 
Hill, where football and cricket will occupy 
the morning. Then will begin the siiiiug 
match oppoaito B'inlayaon Point at 
11 a.m. The numbur of crack yachto viait- 
ing here for the purpose of competinc; in 
these races will no doubt render thia one 
of the most attractive events of the entire 
coli'bration. In the afternoon the field 
sports will continue at the Hill as there ia a 
long list to bu gone through with. There 
will alHo be the cirnival parade of bicyclistB, 
like the reg^itta a featuro which haa been a 
conepicuoua auccesa here in other years, and 
the bicycle races on the Hill circle. The 
ArioD club concert, the Cricket olub ball 
and the theatre offer a choice of attractions 
for the evening. 

On Saturday the firemen's races form the 
■first attraction for the morninit, A num- 
ber of viaitiog teams will be on hand. 
These contests will be immediately followed 
by the canoo sailing races, while in the 
afternoon a riSe match, and the lacroase 
match, Vancouver v. Victoria, at Cale- 
donia park, will complete the list of active 
contests, ICirly on Saturday evening the 
pri?.ea won during the celebration will bo 
presented to the B'-iccesaful competitora, 
and the eolbbration will be closed 
with a gorg'joua iKjuatio illumination of the 
harbor from the Jainoa Bay bridge around 
to the swing bridge. A brilliant proceeaion 
of illuminated boats and canoes will foim a 
feature of this event. 

No effort haa been spared by the varioua 
committees to see that all comera are 
suitably provided for. It is believed that 
living accommodations can be obtained 
without difficulty, the Qrat claes hotel and 
restaurant facilities being very ample. Dis- 
tinguished visitors will be taken in hand by 
the reception committee and provide with 
tickets CO the reception barge, when they 
will be introduced to His Worship Mayor 
Teague and »«ked to partake of Victoria's 
hoapltolity. 

THE lUfiUSH. 

^Vlaltora Flocklns From All Points to Talte 
Fart In the Celebration. 

The inflow of visitors to the celebration 
began yesterday, and the various excursions 
from tho Mainland, Island and Sound 
porta will greatly augment tho number to- 
day. 

'The steamer City of Kingston arriving on 
lior regular trip yeatorday afternoon brought 
some 400 American viaitora, while tho City 
of Seattle, duo to-day at noon with the 
A.O. U. W. exouraioD, will bo crowded to 
overllowing. Fully 1,200 tickets had been 
sold yesterday, and a second steamer will be 
pressed into eorvico for those tho Seattle 
cannot carry. 

Another steamer from Seattle will bo tho 
George E. Starr (Capt. Jackson), which to- 
day makes her firat trip in conneotion with 
the Groat Northern railway. She left Se- 
attle at'll o'clock last uight and is dne here 
ati6 this morning. AH her aooommodation 
has been secured by celebration viaitora, 
among her paascngera being the Seattle 
baseballers, who try concluaiona with the 
.James Bf^ys tbia.mocning. The Starr will 



run regularly on the route in the future, 
making Victoria her home port. She leaves 
here at 10 o'clock. 

The Bteamer Garland from Port Angeles 
and a ateamer from Bellingham Bay will add 
their quota to the viaitora. The steamer 
Mexico, on her way to San Franoiioo, 
brought quite a number of paasengera yea 
terday from Port Townsend. 

From Westminster the steamer Rithat, of 
tho C.P.N. Co., will bring a largo number 
of visitors, an excursion having been ar 
ranged by Odd FoUowa of tho Royal City 
They are expected to bring a band with 
them. To morrow ia the Blthet's regular 
day for coming over from the Fraaer, but as 
a convenience to visitors she leaves West- 
minster at daybreak and ia expected to ar' 
rive by 10 o'clock, so aa to be in time for the 
regatta. 

The lalander did not got in till lato last 
night as she waited at Vancouver till the 
evening to accommodate celebration visitors. 
As tho Victoria cricket club ball conies off 
to-morrow evening tho lalander romaina 
here till .'! o'clock Saturday morning, bo that 
Vaucouver people may have time to enjoy 
themaelves at tho dauoe. 

Tho E. & N. railway have arranged, in 
addition to their regular trains, a apocial to 
leave the Wellington terminus at 6:S0 thia 
morning, duo to arrive in Victoria at 10:20 
a.m., and returning leave here at cloven 
o'clock to-night. 

Tho C. P. R. haa made eicuraion rates at 
single faro from all points west of Calgary, 
and many people have taken advantage of 
the chance to take in the celebration, in- 
cluding a party of thirty from Kamioops. 

THE BASEBALL MATCH. 

Seattle Athletic Club and the James Bays to 
PUiy at Beacon Hill This Horning. 

The first event upon the programme for 
this morning is the baseball match, which 
oomea off at o'clock at Beacon Hill park, 
the rival teams being the Jamea Bays, of 
Victoria, and the Seattle Atfaletio club's 
nine. Both teams are in splendid ooudition 
and a grand game may be expected. The 
home nine have u tine battery and are in 
good trim to contest the honors with tho 
viaitora, who may justly be oonaldered tho 
crack team of the Sound. Thornton, tho 
pitcher of tho Seattlos, is a "south paw 
twirlor," which being interpreted means a 
left-handed pitcher, and it ia a question 
whether the Bays will bo ablo to find him, 
but they are not appalled by the prospect, 
and will no doubt give a good account of 
themaglvcB. In Cobb tho visitors have a 
magnificent catcher, who formerly atood be- 
hind the bat for tho Harvard University 
team. 

Every arrangement haa been made at tho 
Hill to give tne spectators a chance to see 
the game wall, and tho diamond has been 
ropod off to keep tho players from being in- 
terfered with. It is to be hopid that tho 
spectators will not, aa on some former 
ocoaaions, crowd up to tho diamond, but 
will keep well outside tho ropes and thus 
make tho game aa pleaaaut as poaaible for 
the public and playera.

BEGATTA DAY. 



A Royal Programme Oifered for This After- 
noon on Victoria Arm. 

The regatta events constituto a royal pro- 
gramme tor thia afternoon, opening when 
tho firat gun of tho Royal aaluto announces 
the midday hour. There are twenty three 
in all, and tho order is ao well varied that 
the general intornst may bo well sustained 
The starters' barge will, »q usual, bo not far 
from tho bridge at the Gorge, and tho 
couracs are laid out between thia and tho 
Point Ellice bridge. Tho straightaway 
racoa of tho four-oared crows start from 
tho laat named place and fiuiah at tho Gorge, 
a mile and a half diatunt, Tho Indian war 
canoe races and those for tho Navy are from 
tho Gorge round Deidnian'u island ond re- 
turn, a diatanco of about three miles; and 
tho individual contests in sculling and 
canoeing also are from and to the Gorge, 
the turning point being a buoy a mile dis- 
tant from tho start. The ofSoiala for all 
events will b« : Starters, Captain J. D. 
Warren and Captain Gaudin ; ao-starteri. 
Major' Bawstprae, B M.A, Lieut. 0. £. 
Barnes, B.N ; judges, Commander Stokes,

Additional intereat centres in the ladian 
events from the fact that of the sixteen 
crows entered for theao exoitinor contests no 
less than six are from the United States, 
The Indiana never before took such general 
interest in these races, and laat year the U. 
S tribes were nob represented at all. The 
three-cornered contest for supremacy to 
have taken place between the senior crews 
of the three principal rowing clubs of the 
Province haa been narrowed by tho fact that 
the Vancouver rowing olub at the laat mo- 
ment found it impoaaible to send their crow, 
one of the members being unable to come ; 
and the fact that they would have rowed in 
the paper shell in which they have prac- 
tiged, while theirconipetitora would haveboen 
in lapstreaka, and to this extent handicap- 
ped, lessened the Vancouver club's intereat 
in the afFair so that they decided not to re- 
place the man who dropped out as stated. 
The Burrard Inlet crew are, with one ex 
ception, tlM men wha won honors at Port- 
land and elsewhere last year. Thoy wore 
twice out yesterday, and were observed 
with no little interest as they rowed over 
the course, their very quick and short 
stroke eliciting comment as to the relative 
cffectiveneaa of this style. 

The Jamea Bay Athletic Association have 
a landing near the Gorge, and a tent and 
other accommodationa for the contestants in 
the rowing racos, which are under their 
auspices, beaides a reception tent where 
their oommitteo will entertain visitors. 
With thia and tho oitizons' reception barge, 
also near the Gorge, there should be no lack 
of social attention siiown strangera deserving 
of thia courtesy and who may become 
known to any mombers of the committee or 
othora intoroatod. Tho docorutiona along 
the course of tho racos wore in progreaa all 
yeatcrdav, and by nightfall Were in a very 
advanced stage of preparation, the effect 
being exceedingly pretty. 

It ia hoped that tho occupants 
of tho multitudinous email craft about 
the CQurae will during the races keep well 
in to the sides, and not impede the racing 
channel, thua adding to the diflicultiea ot 
the contestants and thcmsolvea running tho 
riak of danger from collision with tho faat 
travelling long boata and oanoea which when 
propelled by their crews at racing speed can- 
not readily be turned aside or stopped to 
avoid striking any orafc suddenly appearing 
before them. 

By tho kindness of Admirol Stephenson 
two steam pinnaces from the Royal Arthur 
have been placed at the disposal of the 
regatta committee for to-day, one being for 
the judges and tho other for the clerks of 
the course. 



VICTORIA'S ATTRACTIONS. 

All-the-Year ltound Points of Interest for 

Visitors to Sec. 

Many strangers who have boon attracted 
to Victoria by tho celebration preparations 
will naturally desiro to take advantage of 
thoir presence in the city to learn something 
of its normal resources and interesting 
foaturea. To such aa these might bo recom- 
mended a visit to the Naval dock yard, the 
dry dock, and marine railway at Ksquimalt 
harbor. Hero can also be aeon at present 
the first-claaa cruiser H. M. S. Royal Arthur, 
fligship of the North Pacific squadron. 
This point can bo reached by tranafer from 
any tram oar to the Esquimalt car. The 
Provincial museum will prove well worth a 
visit. Here have been gathered and care- 
fully prepared and cloaaitied the leading 
products of this region. The principal 
game and fur bearing animals of the Pro- 
vince form a specially attractive exhibit. 
The lists of the birds, marine and mineral 
products and Indian curios, are also very 
complete, and much valuable information 
may be gathered from their inspection. 
The mnseum is located in the Government 
grounds across James bay, and will be open 
at the usual hours, 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. The 
now Government buildings, to coat $600,000, 
and now in construction, will also be found 
in the same grounds, und the new drill hall 
on Menzies street ia well worth a visit. 

To those unacquainted with the peculiar 
methods of tho slant-cyoi Mongolian, a visit 
to Chinatown will bo rci)lete with interest ; 
the district practically begins at the corner 
of Governmont and Fiugard atreote. 

Probably at no place in tho West can be 
found more pictureeque and attractive scen- 
ery than is r.iri)rded by a trip up tho Arm to 
and paot the Gorge, while tho same will ap- 
ply to a visit to Beacon Hill park overlook- 
ing tho Straits, Mount Tolmie with its wou- 
dcifiil puL.uriiinic view of the aurroundint;

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GOVERNMENT POLICY REVIEWED. 



HlffU Kdncatioual Status of the Pro- 
vince— B. C.'a Municipal 
System. 



Effective Adniinistiatiou of Justice— 
Sound Sanitary Measures— UinioiT 
Encouraged by Leeialation. 



Tlie more material aspects of tlie Gov- 
ernment of the Province have been dealt 
with in previous articles in which opposi- 
tion criticism has been met in thn spirit 
of argument and the statement of a long 
series of facts that cannot be gainsnid. 

Wo now purpose to exaniiae the chnr- 
actor of the legislation as a whole, and 
its direct inlluenco on the affaira and con- 
ditions of the Province. 

Education being of paramount import- 
ance in its raoral and intellectual effects, 
our school system is wortliy of first place. 
Even the.most virulent opponents of the 
Govemttieiit, excepting a few chronic 
splenetira, will not affirm that British 
Columbia has iiot taken a high educa- 
tional status among the other Provinces. 
The training has boon brouglit to a liigh 
standard, the character and attainnioiit of 
toachors aro exceptionally i;oocl, arid a 
liealtliy moral tone pervades the wlmle 
system. Methods and legislation have 
progressed rapidly with material develop- 
ment and to-day aro fully abreast of 
modem requirements.. The transition 
from direct Goveremental management 
to popular control has been speedy and 
almost complete. The history of our 
school system has been marked by its 
steady progress, uninterrupted and un- 
disturbed by the sectarian and political 
issues that have marred the results 
observable olaewhoro in the Dominiun. 
in this respect our Province has been 
singularly blessed. From an educational 
point of view the people of British 
Columbia have every reason to be proud 
of tlieir accomplishments. 

Under our constitution there has been 
ample provision for the free development 
of municipal institutions, and while wo 
have had the example and experience of 
• othe^ Provinces to guide us, we have 
been able to arrive at results equal, as 
compared with our refjuirements, to what 
has been achieved even in Ontario. As 
population grows our municipal system, 
established on a broad and tirni basis, 
will expand naturally and easily. There 
r.ro few respects in which our municipal 
institutions are not equal to those ot our 
most enlightened neighbors. 

( )ur civil code contains the best features 
of modern jurisprudence, and its opera- 
tions are as successful and as free from 
useless incumbrances as in any part of 
the Domininn. It has. received the most 
careful attention of the Government and 
the Legislature and constant effort has 
been made to render it useful and work- 
able. 

It has been conceded on every iiand 
that the administration of justice, so far 
as it has been in the power of the Gov- 
ernment to make it efl'ective, has been 
wholesome and vigorous. Our criminal 
code has been brought to a high state of 
perfection, and the law is administered 
with a firm hand in tho prevention and 
punishment of crime. When wo con- 
sider the extent of our sea coast, the 
physical character of tho country, the 
mixture of populations and the contiguity 
of the American Republic, the success 
with which our law has been carried out 
is not only a matter for congratulation, 
>ut haj «aru9d for us the admiratit/n of 
our ncighboMi 

■ Apropos of thfead reflections, it may be 
stated, as something not capable of con- 
tradiction, that British Colilinbia is essen- 
tially a Province of law and order, and 
will compare favorably in this rogaixl with 
any jjrovince in tho Dominion or any 
country in tho world. There is no coun- 
try in which the rights of person and 
property are more sacred or better safe- 
guarded, and if 'it were not for the of- 
fences imported into our criminal calen- 
dar by aliens and a few of our Indians 
our recoid would be unique. In a West- 
ern pi ovincc,whtbh to the Easterner carries 
with it a aigiiific'aiico of wiiat is best un- 
derstood as tlio " wild and woolly," this 
is remarkable. As a people, British C'ol- 
umbiaiLs are sober, moral and law abiding, 
and ill no. degree, either politically or 
socially, turbulent. 

If wo accept this maxim as true, that 
the people are a reflection of the Oovern- 
inent, or the Government a reflection of 
the people, there is little to condemn in 
the character of the administration into 
the history of which have been incorpor- 
ated conditions such as we have de- 
scribed. 

Scarcely less important in the light of 
tho public weal, aro sanitary consider- 
ations. As tho direct result of dangers, 
then preaoiit and prospective, tho Gov- 
crnmont placed on tho statute book a 
Health Act, sound in principle, compre- 
hensive ill scope and drastic in applica- 
tion. In tho face of an emergency, such 
as confronted the, Province two years ago, 
the Government acted promptly , and 
vigorously aiid stamped out the infection. 



and to-day machinery is provided where- 
by, without extraordinary means, any 
opidomio may bo stayed and tho general 
hoalcli conserved by the application of 
sound sanitary measures. 

A few years ago, when vein mining be- 
gan to attract attention, the. mining laws, 
which had had special reference to placer 
work, required careful revision, and at 
this task the Government set. itself \ to 
/Work, In a new country,- without, expe- 
rience in the requirements of quartz de 
velopinont, legislation must bo to soino 
extent experimental, and so it pro-.'ed in 
this instance, Miners themselves, largely 
of the prospecting class, were very much 
divided in opinion as to what tho law 
should bo, but although less than four 
years have elapsed sinco a mining com- 
mission was appointed to frame a- code, 
and numerous alterations and re-alter- 
ations were found necessary since that 
time. The mining laws are now on a satis 
factory basis and are mooting with ap- 
proval everywhere. In this, as in other 
matters, tho Government has shown 
every disjjosition to conserve tho interests 
of so important an industry. Whore mis 
takes wore made, those were rectiQed as 
speedily as possible. A Govornmont that 
is above reviewing its own actions and 
admitting i's fallibility is not adapted for 
tho government uf a country where tho 
" hea.en-born" financiers and immacu 
late wise-acres in public policy are so con- 
spicuously in the minority as in this 
Province.

S, Hyacinth, showed in addition to the or 
dinary announoomenta of the movomonto of 
vosaols of the lleot, that Captain Muy and 
his ship had roturnod from the North, where 
thoy wont eomo three weeks ogo to warn 
the sealers that tho Behring Sea regulations 
bad become British as well ai United States 
law. In oonversatioD, one of the jolly tars 
announced that their shore leave only ex 
tended till to-morrow morning at 7 o'clock, 
their ship not being out of port a full month 
The ship during ber absence has seen a 
number of the sealers with which she com- 
municated. Captain May now has his ship 
alongside the naval s^ard wharf, where she is 
to have repairs made to ber decks, which it 
is inttnd. d to replace with Britieh Columbia 
pine ; an experiment ezpeoted to satiuty tho 
admiralty as to its value for ship buildiog 
and fitting. Captain May says that it is 
true ho had removed as announced the log 
and the sealiag appointments ( f the 
Bchoonera Triumph, Annie Moore and 
Favorite, ordering thisa veasels to report to 
the collector of cuataiiis at Viotoria, the 
matter of their seizuro to bs hereafter de 
termined. They were all sealing when 
ordered homo, and he had nothing to do 
with their subsequent diepoaitiou and can- 
not say what action wid ho taken with re- 
spect to them. That they were aealinff on 
tho Cih and 9'/h of May respectively when 
b mrded by the Hyacinth cannot, ho says, 
be for a moment disputed. An American 
sealer was encountered during the night 
when it was impossible for them to be taking 
seal. She was only warned, for it could 
not be seen whether or not her boats were 
out at the time. Tho captain brought with 
him from tho North Captain Strong, the 
master of an Amoricin schooner, the Helen 
of Seattle, which hnd been wrecked up 
there. Her captain was a British tutjeoti 
while her crew, were all Amerioaas. The 
latter had been taken to Sitka, bat as a 
matter of personal consideration .he had 
brought down her captain. As f Jkr as he 
could aecei tain seals had been plentiful, but 
it W52 i<3|jOrted that they were very wild 
and difficult to oatoh. The Indians however 
appear to be very suooeasful in their opera- 
tions. Captain May during his cruise heard 
humorous complaints with reference to the 
new rcgulaiions. Ho Bays that on this 
Oruiso he was much impresaed With the 
hardahipa cheerfully endured by the aealcrE; 
in regard to the mturo ot tho industry it 
appears to hini far Iratter that if the seaU 
aro to be taken chey should be captured 
upon tho ooBan by men who find that occu- 
pation an outlet for their akill and energies 
than that they should be ruthlessly knocked 
on the head by the Aleuts.

The volcano on the island of Stromboli, 
Italy, is showing great aobivity.

LOBD BOSBBEBY. 

The British Premier Emphatically Declarea 
That He Would Not De a IIlnlBter 
on SuireranCB. 

London, May '2,3. — Lord Rosebory spoke 
thia evening in Biriniughum to the meeting 
which had jiiat inaugurated the Midland 
Liberal Federation. Ho hoped that tho 
Ijiberal oonforenco in Leeds, ho said, would 
apeak emphatically in favor of a groat limit- 
ation of tho powers and prerogatives of the 
Lords. Thia would bo in tho interests not 
only of tho constitution and Liberal legisla- 
tion, but also in the interests of tho Lords 
thoniselvea. (Cheers.) Joseph Chamber- 
lain had been a groat turncoat. Once 
ho was an advocate of diaestabliahmont and 
was hostile 1 tho Lords. Nevirtholeaa he 
rjcently had made on animated defence of 
tho Church of Scotland. Tho Lorda admir- 
ed his dexterity, but Mr. Chamberlain was 
not talking seriously. His hostility was 
not carious, but tho more logordomain of a 
wandt^ing rhetorician (cheers) Referring 
to the (tlpsertion of tho Welsh members of 
Parliament Lord Rosebory said that the 
Welsh disestablishment bill would be posaed 
before the government's appeal to tho coun- 
try. If the discontented Welshmen did not 
boliovo in tha government's honesty and 
honor the sooner they carried their threats 
into effect the better. He never would con- 
sent to be a minister on aufferanoe.

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers, 

WHEREAS, in aocordanoe with the provi- 
alona ot the Mualelpal Aab, 1892, and: amenda- 
tory Acts thereto, the Connoil is empowered to 
make, alter and' repead bj-laws Inter alia to 
lioenae^ regulate and govern hawkers and ped- 
dlers in auoh manner as may bo deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration ot the City oC Victoria enacts as fol- 
lowa 

1. The Hawkers and' Poddlars Numbering 
By-law, 1803 (No. lEO). U hereby repealed, and 
the following by-law substituted therefor : 

2. Every Hawker or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall pay a liconao foe of 520 for every six 
montliB, aa provided by tho Uovonuo By-law, 
1893, 

3. Every Hawker or Peddler liconaod under 
tho Rovonuo By-law. 1893, aholl at tho time of 
tho issue ot hia llconae reoeivo from the Col- 
lector a plate bearing a .number, which shall 
bo affixed on a prominent place on the outside 
of his wagon, cart or other vefalole or iumkot, 
or other recoptaclo for corrylng or conveying 
bis goods, wares or morobandlso, and said 
plate shall remain thoreoo during tho period 
for which tho llconso Is granted, or in case 
more than ono basket or other ricoptaolo ia 
carried by the llconaoe, then tho plate shall bo 
attacliod to ono ot such baskets or othor ro- 
ceptaolca, and such plate ahall be returned to 
tho Collector at tho expiration of the term of 
tho llconae, and may bo roiaaued by him . 

i. Any person convicted of a breach ot this 
by-law shall forfeit and pay at th3 discretion 
of the convicting maglBlrato a penalty not e.v- 
oeding thu sum ot fifty dollara tor each oU'ence 
xcluaivo ot cobLb, and in default ot payment 
ot the .laid penalty and coats forthwith tho 
id penally and coata or coats only may bo 
levied by dlalreaa and ailo of tho gooda and 
chattels of tho oU'ondor, and [in case of Ihoro 
being no diatreaa found out ot which auch pen- 
alty eon be levied tho convicting magiatrato 
may commit the ofl'onder to the common jail 
ot the city of Vlctorio, with or without hard 
labor, for any period not exceeding one calen- 
dar month unleaa tho aald penalty and costs bo 
sooner paid.

purjoBj of coDBideriog the best means to 
bo adopted to sonuro united action among 
the religious Liberals. Addresses wore do 
iivered by Rev. VV. D Symonds, of Battle 
Creek, Mich., speaking for tho Indepond 
ents; Rev. John Fabille, of Appleton, Wis., 
in behalf of tho advocates of High Ortlio 
doxy ; B'-v M D Shutter, of Minnoupolis, 
for tho Univeraalist denomination : I'rnf. 
W H. Salter, ol Philadelphia, for tho 
Ethical culture society of the United Sratop;

THE "LIBBIE'8" SAIL0K8. 

Graidilc Descrliitloii of the Drownln!; of the 
Two Men Ulveii by the Only Survivor. 

A much moro graphic and pathetic de- 
scription of the drowning of tho two sealers, 
Henry Jorgeson and J. T. Bodiue, than was 
contained in tho lottor to Mies Collinaon 
referred to in yesterday's Colonist, haa 
been furniahed Capt, Hackett by hia bro- 
ther, who commands the Libbie, tho ves- 
sel to which tho lost men belonged. The 
information, too, cornea moro directly 
than that previously obtained, It bting told 
the captain of the Libbie by Melvi le Col- 
linaon, the young man who accompanied 
Jorgeaon and Bodine in their adventure with 
the whale. Captain Hackett says in his 
letter that on the 23rd of last month, the 
doomed boat was lowered with other boats 
from tho achooner early in the day. With 
the exception of thia boat, they all returned 
by five o'clock. On account, however, of 
their being gouorally late in returning this 
had caused no particular nneasiness 
until daikncss came on. By that 
time there was a stiff bretzo blowing 
and the captain, fearing that his men had 
been carried to leeward, shaped bis course 
in that direction. As he himaolf states in 
hia letter it waa probably moro by good 
luck than good seamanahip that ho eapied 
Collinson late in the evening of the same 
day. A more pitiable eight or a more help- 
lesa looking object could hardly be Imagined. 
Collinson was completely exhausted and his 
rescue was extremely timely. Hia story to 
Captain Libbie in short was that about 5 
o'clock on tho day bo and his companions 
were heading for the schooner, being aided 
by a sail. On the way the man in the prow 
called tho attention of tho othora to the 
immediate proximity of a whale. The others, 
however, did not roalizo their danger until 
thoy weco tossed by the whale about ten 
feet out of their boat. Tbey were not 
further troubled by the monster f^id 
all being awimmora they succeeded 
in reaching their boat, which was oapaized 
and badly broken. An attempt waa then 
mado to patoh up the holes with canvaa, 
but thia was of no avail, for aa often aa the 
boat was righted it would turn over. 
Finally all three scrambled on the bottom 
of the boat, but it was a dilfionlt task for 
them to hold on, and Jorgeaon getting 
fuintjdropped off. Collinaon waa too weak 
to swim to his rescue, but threw him an 
oar. This he grasped and clung to, but 
being unable through exhaustion to support 
himself, ho sank, still holding to tho oar. 
His companions saw him gradually disap- 
pear, tho water being very clear to a groat 
depth, Bodine soon afterwards followed 
him, while Collinaon almoat prayed for the 
aame fote, though with great strength of 
mind and body he stuck to tho bocvt until 
ho was picked up. Fortunately tho boat 
kept buoyant, being supplied with air tight 
co.-npartments.

Serlona Condition of a Boy Through Injuries 
Beceived While In School. 

New York, May 2,3 — A remarkable caso 
of cerebral hemorrhage and paralysis in a 
boy eleven years old is under treatment by 
Dr, Justin Herald, one of tho medical ex- 
parts in the Dr. George Meyor poisoning 
case. The patient is Willie Wadekina, who 
says hia malady'waa caused by an injury he 
received while being pnnished by a teacher. 
Miss Helen A. Pettigrew, who compelled 
him several times during February to stand 
for half an hour with hia bands clasped abovo 
his hood. The boy soon began to complain 
of headoohca. On April IC VVlUio became 
ill. He saya he waa puniahed aeveroly that 
day. tLie brain aeemed to be affeoted. He 
went home and then became nnoonaoious. 
Dr. Herald was called and he at> onoe began 
to treat tho boy for brain trouble with much 
success, but tho bny has not been able to re 
turn to school. " When I first waa called to 
Bee tho boy," said Dr. Herald, "it waa 6 on 
tho evening of April. 16. He was 
unoonecioua and auirerirg from paralyaio on 
tho right aide of tho body, duo to hemor- 
rhage of the brain. The patient remained 
unconscious three days. Gradually ho bo 
oame conscious after that, but his power of 
epoooh was gone. Tho poralysia of tho 
right, upper und lower extremities grod- 
u*lly disappeared and tho boy's apeech bo 
gau to come back to him. He ia now mend 
ing and will continue to improve." Dr. 
Herald feara the boy'a memory may not 
return.
